LUS, Devonport, England, July 23. 
—The Nautilus is again ship shape 
and ready to start this afternoon 
on the second preliminary stage of, 
its voyage under the ice to the 
North Pole. 

The next stage of our voyage 
takes us fron: Devonport, near Ply- 
mouth, to Bergen, Norway, where 
we will give the Nautilus its final 
outfitting, for its conquest of the 
ice fields. | 

The main engines which have 
been hoiding us up are now said 
by Engineer Shaw to be in as good 
condition as we can expect. 

Our original plan to start for 
Bergen yesterday was delayed ow- 


ing to trouble with air compressors 
which were said to be complete and 
in perfect condition but which on 
inspection were found to be not 
even completed. 


Before actually starting for Ber- 
gen we will put the ship through 
diving tests. These are expected 
to prove the Nautilus’ hull replace- 
iment work perfect and the new 
exhaust and periscope systems sat- 
isfactory.

: BACK TO ARTICLE X. 

Say what we will of the statement just made by 
the French Government on the subject of disarma- 
‘ment and security, the situation in Europe and its 
consequences upon the rest of the world have brought 
us squarely back to Article X. 

The Post-Dispatch has never questioned that this 
would happen. For that reason it supported the 
League of Nations, and for that reason it refused 
to take seriously the Kellogg treaty outlawing war by 
official fiat. ‘The French insist that they are as 
much interested in disarmament as anybody. Their 
reservation is what it has always been, that there, 
is a point beyond which they cannot disarm’ without 
sacrificing security. Mr. Hoover has said of the 
Kellogg treaty that there is no saying how far the 
nations will have to go to achieve the ideal expressed 
in that covenant. That is, he had in mind at the 
time that no country is going to disarm until it has 
a guarantee of security, a realization in the minds of 
us all. The leas exposed of all nations, we would 
not otherwise think of disarming and so cannot ex- 
pect any other nation to do so. Our present armament 
accounts for 17 cents of every dollar spent by the 
Government. The estimated annual expenditures on 
armaments during the four years of the Hoover ad- 
ministration are $779,500,000, as against an annual 
average during the last four years of the Coolidge 
regime of $618,450,000. This is an estimated increase 
of more than 25 per cent. So that while we are talk- 
ing disarmament and trying to stabilize a continent 
which has become a veritable war camp, We are our- 
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NO DEPRESSION IN NATURE. 

There is no depression this year in nature. The 
land is smiling with plenty and promise. The copious 
rains have made the drooping crops perk yp. The 
wheat crop, one of the largest of record, is harvested. 
The tasseled corn lost its wrinkles under refreshing 
showers and is practically made. The branches of 
the fruit trees are bending to the breaking point with 
loads of apples, peaches, pears. The grape vines are 
massed with swelling clusters. Never were there 
more small fruits and berries. .The vegetable gar- 
dens are running riot with produce. The flower gar- 


dens are blooming. 

Grant’s remark that “a surplus is easier to han- 
dle than a deficit” is a cheering truism. We had a 
deficit of many things last year; we have a surplus 
of nearly everything this year. The surplus is easier 
to handle. To be sure, it reduces market prices for 
the producers, but it reduces all prices for the con- 
sumer. The necessaries of life are in the hands of 
farmers and gardeners and all country folk, and are 
within easier reach of city folk. Prices will be cheap. 
That will help not only those who have money, but 
even those who have none. It will be easier to 


supply their needs.

In 1930, the first handbook of structural 
aluminum was issued, patterned after simi- 
lar steel handbooks of the 
century. Even at present price differences, 
the superiority of high-strength aluminum 
alloys is recognized in many fields formerly 
occupied exclusively by steel. Furthermore, 
since the introduction of modern methods 
of extracting aluminum, its priee has drop- 
ped from $755 per ton in 1905 to $475 per 
ton in 1929. It is, of course, impossibie to 
determine how far this encroachment will 
continue. 

The advantages offered by electricity and 
oil demoralized the coal industry and pre- 
sented the world with a major industrial 
problem. The advantages of the gasoline en- 
gine destroyed horse-rajsing and the car- 
riage and harness industries. The cheap- 
ness of rayon has played havoc with silk. 
The advantages of concrete, stucco and 
brick have sharply limited the uses of wood. 
In the field of machines and metheds, the 
bus, the automobile and the pipe line are 
strangling the railroads. 

In each of these instances, a superior 
product has displaced an inferior one. Fur- 
thermore, there is no guarantee that the su- 
perior product of the present will not, in 
turn, be threatened in the future. The de- 
velopment of the Diesel engine is a poten- 
tial threat to the manufacture of gasoline. 
The vegetable fiber, ramie, eight times as 
strong as cotton or silk, has been known 
for 2080 years, but its decortication (the re- 
moval of itg outer coating) has baffled gen- 
erations of ardent research men. An amaz- 
ingly simple solution, though as yet unex- 
ploited, has recently been discovered. It is 
a constant menace to cotton, silk and rayon. 


The history of applied science has been, 
and always should be, the history of the 
replacement of useful products by others 
ef superior use. When the automobile re- 
placed the horse and buggy, it brought posi- 
tive advantages to everyone. Hard times 
and tragedy came only to the buggy mak- 
ers and the horse traders. The trader turned 
to other things, while the manufacturer 
converted his plant to the new business, or 
died a lingering death. His industry faded 
away with a minimum of national distress. 

So simple a solution is no longer possible. 
The intricate fabrication of our modern in- 
dustrial and financial structure has brought 
about a condition where such. replacements 
cause a dislecation of our business struec- 
ture that Seriously mitigates their advan- 
tages. Intense*specialization makes it impos- 
sible for men trained in one business to be 
of equivaient use in any other. The plight 
of the coal miner is an example. 

In the second place, equally intense spe- 
cialization of plant and machinery is ab- 
sclvtely essential in producing any one spe-

“ings are worthless if the product produced 
is no longer in demand. If the encroach- 
ment of aluminum should eventually cause 
a reduction in the number of steel mills. 
to what other possible use couid they be 
put? ; 

Furthermore. our industries, with few ex- 
ceptions, are not today controlled by the in- 
dividuals who work in them. but by banking 
houses which have distributed their stocks 
and bends to countless companies and in- 
dividuals throughout the country. 

The bus is rapidly replacing the railroad 
in the field of the short haul and the less 
than carload lot. The inherent advantages 
of cheaply delivered products are gained by 
all of us due to this replacement. On the 
other hand, it is safe to say that every bank, 
every trust company, every insurance com- 
pany and every stockhoider of these com- 
panies, as well as railroad stockholders. is 
a loser by the introduction of the superior 
bus. Though the new product brings a 
benefit to every citizen, the passing of the 
old causes a ioss to everyone connected 
with our interlocking finances. Where the 
superiority of the new is great enough to 
assure competitive success, financial inter- 
ests turn to the one possible source of re- 
lief—discriminative legislation. 


The power that can thus be brought to 
bear upon politiciams to preserve a dying 
industry by favorable iggisilatien is every- 
where apparent. A hearing has been in prog- 
ress in Washington relative to freight rate 
increases desired by the railroads on prod- 
ucts which the busses cannot haul. In other 
werds, the railroads ask the Government to 
allow them to tax the industries that must 
ship by rail, so they may compete successa- 
fully in other fields against an inherently 
superior form of transpertation. The amaz- 
ing fact is that, to date, the question of 
general human progress by the use of the 
best method has never once been raised. 
The entire focus has been on the proper 
method of obtaining increased revenue for 
the railroads for dividend purposes. 

Similarly, street railways throughout the 
country have turned to politics and legisla - 
tion to destroy their inherently superior 
competitors. The service car, quicker and 
more comfortable, has been legislated out of 
existence in many localities. The inability 
of a number of cities to obtain natura! gas 
due to charter privileges of utility cam- 
panies is another case in point. 

We are thus confronted with a probiem 
ef major importance. We have built our 
civilization by the continued replacement of 
old products by new and better ones. On 
the other hand, we have raised a structure 
of specialization and finance that makes the 


continuation of such progress ever more . 


painful.

WASHINGTON, July 25.—An 


tmprovement in the demand for 
some classeg of labor during June 
was reported yesterday by the La- 
bor Department in its monthly in- 
dustrial employment information 
bullétin. 

The synopsis saw little change in 


the industrial situation and _ said 
there was a general labor surplus 
apparent in most large cities. 

Explaining the improved demand 
for certain classes of workmen, the 
synopsis said: 

“The volume of road construc- 
tion increased in practically every 
State and a large number of men 
previously unemployed were ab- 
sorbed. New road and bridge con- 
tracts have recently been let which 
will. provide additional employ- 
ment 

“Some expansion was noted in 
building. However, activities in 
this industry remain below normal 
and the supply of this class of la- 
bor exceeded requirement in md@ny 
localities. 

“Work on the 1931 municipal 
improvement programs advanced 
to the point where it has provided 
employment for many skilled and 
unskilled laborers in the various 
cities of the country. 

“Hydro electric projects, teh con- 
struction of dams and tunnels and 
the expansion of public utilities 
continued in good volume and of- 
fered employment to many men. 

“There was a noticeable increase 
in the demand for farm help in the 
agricultural sections and many mi- 
gratory workers were given em- 
ployment in connection with the 
harvesting of the grain crop which 
Staretd in the wheat belt. 

“There was little change in the 
industrial situation and many man- 
ufacturing establishment continued 
on part time schedules with cur- 
tailed forces engaged. A xenerous 
surplus of labor was apparent in 
most of the larger cities.

PARIS. 

ROADWAY, mourning’ the 

passing of its night life, should 

see gay Paree. By 11 o’clock 
here the most flamboyant nocturnal 
centers are as quiet as Main street 
in a prairie town.

ARGENTINA PLANS TO IMPROVE 
WORKERS’ LIVING CONDITIONS 


With Three Provinces and Three 
Territories Under Martial Law, 
Government Announces Project, 

By the Associated Press. 


BUENOS AIRES, July 25.—With ° 


three provinces and three territo- 
ries under martial law today, the 
Government announced it was plan- 
ning a comprehensive scheme for 
the betterment of the living cendi- 
tions of the laboring classes. 

The decree of martial law affect- 
ed the provinces of Corrientes, 
Entre Rios and Santa Fe, and the 
territories of Misiones, Formosa 
and Chaco. Corrientes, capital o*¢ 
the province of that name, recently 
was the scere of an unsuccessful 
revolt by an infantry regiment. 

The Government’s scheme to im- 
prove laborers’ living conditions en- 
tails the creation of food and bulld- 
ing co-operatives by the State. At- 
tention was directed to the fact 
that a special committee was 
formed recently to draw up a plan 
to insure stability for public em- 
ployes. This plan is to be submit- 
ted before Aug. 30, and the Govern- 
ment promised that if it was satis- 
factory, the project would be put in 
effect as soon as Congress approves.

Anna May Wong is this girl, the 
Anna May Wong who spent her 
early years living above her fathe?'s 
laundry; whose only farewells when 
she left for Germany were from her 
family and who returned to Holly- 
wood a few weeks ago to be greeted 
by a throng of film folk, reporters 
and photographers. 

To understand Anna May, you 
must go back many years to the 
marriage of her mother and father. 

Her father lived in Sunning, Can- 
ton, China. And her mother came 
from Northern China, near Pei- 
ping. Immediately after their mar- 
riage they migrated to Los Angeles, 
where Wong expected to follow in 
the footsteps of his ancestors in 
the quest of knowledge. 

A series of unforeseen circum- 
stances, however, forced him to give 
up his pursuit of knowledge 1ind 
seek a means of livelihood a few 
years after their arrival. It didn't 
take Wong long to discover that 
America offers the Chinese but 
three alternatives in the matter of 
earnihg a living. He could become 
a day laborer, household servant or 
laundry man.

During her third year in high 
school, Anna May suffered a nerv- 
ous breakdown. The family’s Chi- 
nese physician prescribed rest un- 
der the sun, true to the traditions 
of his people, who believe that the 
sun will cure many ailments.

But she tired of spending long 
hours doing nothing but sitting.

Poor Appetites 


OSS of appetite is not uncom- 
monly an early symptom of ill 
health. 
The onset of many an acute ill- 
ness is marked by the ef sig 
of a sudden distaste for food. 
Every wise mother betomes suspi- 
cious when her infant turns its 
head away and will not nurse. 

In chronic diseases, particularly 
in those associated with low-grade 
fever, the distaste for food may be 
marked. Or loss of appetite may 
be the result of chronic fatigue, of 
worry, and other disturbed emo- 
tional states. 

Food being the raw material out 
of which the body secures its liv- 
ing substance and energies, it is 
important to overcome and correct 
poor appetites. This is seldom 
achieved by loading the food plate 
with more and more food. 

When the child, adolescent or 
adult, “turns his nose up” at the 
dinner table. one should first en- 


\deavor to find out the reason for 


this action. 

If there is an emotional cause 
behind it, effort should be made to 
correct it. A short holiday, change 
in routine, the present of “kood 
company, and even the dressing up 
of the dinner table with new lin- 
ens and flowers may prove effec- 
tive. 

If fatigue is suspected, a com- 
plete rest may solve the difficulty. 
By complete rest is meant a stay in 
bed for 24 hours or more. 

Dietary treatment is sometimes 
irdicated. The general principles 
to be followed are: 

The meals should not be bulky; 
five smaller meals are preferred to 
three large ones. Liquid and semi- 
liquid foods are easier to take than 
solids. Rich food gives a high ca- 
loric content in small bulk. Fats 
in the form of butter and cream 
are useful. So, too, are the starches 
in the form of potatoes, sugar and 
bread. 

If the loss of appetite does not 
respond to such simple treatment, 
the case requires careful medical 
handling. 


If the iron seems rough and per- 
haps a bit dirty, sprinkle some salt 
on a newspaper and rub the hot

ADVANCED IN 4 YEARS 


‘No Fatalities in 1931 — 1927 


Holds Record for Successes 
and Failurés.

NEW YORK, July 25.—Aeronau- 
tical progress since Lindbergh fléw 
to Paris can be gauged by a com- 
parison of North Atlantic triumphs 
‘and tragedies in 1927 and 1931.

There has been tragedy in ocean 
flying this year, though this time i’ 
was not in the dangerous North At- 
lantic. Early in the year William 
MacLaren and Mrs. Beryl Hart 
started across the South Atlantic, 
reached Bermuda, continued to- 
ward the Azores and were never 
heard of again. 

Up to the present, 1927 still holds 
the records both for successes and 
failures, but this year is far ahead 
of any other, except 1930, which 
also was a good year, in its ratic 
of successes to failure.

1919—Alcock and Brown make 
first nonstop flight. Mawker and 
Grieve fatl but are saved.
